Engineer Broadbead of the Missouri River 
Commission gave facts concerning the work of 
the last year and the general character of the 
work required. The unexpended fund, he 
said, was now $70,000. This sum is now in the 
bands of the commission. “The object of the 
commission is to straighten and deepen the 
channel. We get our tastructions from the 
Secretary of War. His judgment governs the 
work. We know more about the work than the 
War Department, but the law requires this 
supervision.“ 

Mayor Hartwig of St. Joseph urged that u- 
stead of improving the river at points it should 
be improved asa whole. He does not believe 
anything is to be gained by improving the river 
in sections. He is convinced that the proper 
way to improve the Missouri River is to begin 
atthe head of navigation and move toward 
the mouth. 

Judge Wood of Lexington bad been familiar 
with the river for fifty years anc considered it 
a giant. Half-way measures was money wasted. 
Mr. Clark of Nebraska said the upriver points 
wanted some of the money. W. J. Broach of 
St. Louis, member of the Missouri 
River Commission, said: “I think Mr. 
Broadhead covered the ground in reference to 
the Missouri River Commission. Appropria- 
tions made thus far bave been largely frittered 
away.

Francis Platt, the ship's ter. Subse- 
quentiy be agreed to the release of Capt. Da- 
kin on bond, to enable him to arrange the 
ship’s business. Subsequentiy the two im- 
prisoned mates applied to the Hon. Don A. 
Pardee, Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court, for release on a writof habeas corpus. 
The matter eme up today before Judge Par- 
dee and District Judge Boarmah, sitting 
en banc, and was argued and submitted. 
In an elaborate opinion the Judges agree that 
neither under the international law nor under 
the statutes of the United States has a consular 
ofhoer of a foreign Government a right to sit 
as judge or arbitrator within our territory and 
render decrees or orders affecting personal 
liberty, which orders or decrees the courts of 
the United States are authorized or required to 
enforce, unless the consent of the United 
States to such jurisdiction has been given, 
either by express statutes or treaty stipula- 
tion. The question of international amity in 
such cases depends on Congress, and ise not 
lodged with the judiciary. The writ of habeas 
corpus was made absolute and the relators die- 
charged. The Consul gave notice of an appeal 
to the Supreme Court.

MEXICO WANTS A RECIPROCITY TREATY. 

Paso DEL Noste, Mex., Dec. 30.—[Special.| . 
— Gen. Mexia of the Mexican army arri¢ 
here last night from the City of Mexico. The 
General is one of the best informed men in the 
Republic of Mexico, and is abreast with the 
spirit of the age. In an interview the 
General stated that Mexico is fast recovering 
her prosperity, and was seeking above ail things 
to secure freer intercourse with toreign na- 
tions, that Mexican statesmen were anx- 
ious for a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States, and that it would have a whole 
some effect upon both countries and serve 
to bring the pie into still more friendly in- 
tercourse. Genera) stated that the United 
States would gain more largely by the treaty 
than Mexico, and be believed the sugar and 
tobacco interests of the United States 
were neediesiy alarmed. „Mexico,“ he 
said, “imports of sugar, as the 
custom-houses will show, and the native sugar 
1s now sold in the large cities of the Republic 
at prices which are too low for the local grow- 
ers and which afford ample profit to American 
sugar men.” This, be said, could be 
demonstrated by statistics: Mexico never 
had produced sugar enough for home 
use. In tobacco she coald never compete with 
the common grades grown in the United States, 
hence the tobacco industry of America would 
never be jeopardized by the adoption of the 
reciprocity, treaty.

POLITICAL PEDAGOGS, 
The Illinois State Teachers’ Association, 
now in session at Springfield, did a wise 
thing Tuesday in voting down the political 
resolution introduced by a Chicago school- 
master in the interest of the gentleman who 
now holds the position of State Superintendent 
of Schools by virtue of a political accident. 
The majority—the vote was 153 to 80—was 
sufficiently large for all practical purposes 
and, taken in connection with the parentage 
of the resolution and the methods of its pro- 
moters, was an emphatic repudiation of 


pulling by the State teachers. 

It appears from the report of the ineeting 
that the scheme had been carefully nursed by 
a committee consisting of an alleged Repub- 
lican, a Democrat, and a Mugwump. This 
committee was called into existence a year 
ago by the professional reformers, who want 
to take offices out of politics whenever Dem- 
ocratic officeholders or officeseekers can 
advantage thereby. Curiously enough,” the 
Democratic member of this committee was 
himself a candidate for the position of Super- 
intendent of Schools of Cook County three 
years ago against the Republican incumbent, 
whose competency and usefulness 
were 80 generally recognized that he 
was re@lected, though a majority of 
the nominees of his party for the other coun- 
ty offices were defeated that year. The Dem- 
ocratic member of the committee must have 
turned reformer after his own defeat. It 
was then that he brought all the powers of | 
his intellect to bear on the momentous ques- 
tion how dest to nominate a candidate for 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction.” 
The plan proposed after a year’s consideration 
has now been repudiated by the association, 
which was tricked into the appointment of 
the Mugwump, the Democrat, and the al- 
leged Republican in the first place. 

It would have been still better, perhaps, if 
the fulsome resolution concerning Superin- 
tendent Raab and the importance of the of- 
fice which he holds had also been voted down. 
Mr. Raab has doubtless fulfilled satisfactorily 
the very humble duties which he has been 
called on to perform, and has drawn his sal-. 
ary with due regularity. But the public 
schools of the State prospered under his pred- 
ecessors, and there is no doubt they will 
prosper under bis successors. He has made 
no new discoveries in educational methods— 
that in itself may be a good thing to be 
thankful for—and as far as known 
the schools are just as well taught 
now as when, he assumed the of- 
fice of State Superintendent. It is 
supremely ridiculous for a number of school- 
masters and schoolma’ams, who would change 
their location at any time for an advance in 
salary, to imply that a change in the iacum- 


advancement of the State. Indeed, it is 
doubtful whether the State education would 
not be benefited if a fairly educated man 
who never taught school and who never su- 
perintended one was elected Superintendent 
of Public Instruction for Illinois. That offi- 
cer is more immediately concerned in the dis- 
tribution of the State school fund than in 
teaching teachers to teach. He is a financial 
officer rather than a pedagog. He prints a 
yearly report, which is valuable as reports 
gofor the statistics it contains. Probably 
rot one teacher in a hundred ever reads the 
homilies on pedagogy which “pad out” the 
volume. If any IIlinois teacher wanted in- 
struction from reports he would probably 
prefer to pick up one of those made by Prof. 
Newton Bateman, who organized the Lilinois 
public schools on so satisfactory a basis that 
they can now be conducted without any aid 
from a State Superintendent. 

Apart altogether from the doubtful ac- 
curacy of the resolutions, they are objection-

NATIONAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

An ingenious plan for making National 
banks perfectly safe places of deposit has 
been devised by Mr. H. Grass ef. Fon- 
tanelle, Ia., and formulated in a bill 
which will soon be presented to Congress. 
The main purpose is to make depositors in 
/such banks as secure as noteholders are at 
present, and this is to be attained by requir- 
ing the Government to guarantee ali deposits 
in much the same manner as it now stands as 
indorser of the National-bank currency. It

DAROTA AS AN OFFSET FOR TEXAS. 

A few Western Democratic en, 

like Holman and Ward, are unwilling to fol- 

low the lead of ex-Rebels Vest and Butler in 

their assault on Dakota. For forty or fifty 

years it was a ruling passion with the South- 

ern Demoeratic oligarchy to oppose. the de- 
velopment of the Northwest and keep the 
new States of this section out of the Union. 

They fought Michigan, Minnesota, and Iowa, 

and made most determined efforts to throttle 
Kansas and California, There were, how- 
ever, a few Democratic members of Congress 
from the North and West who refused to 
play the part of doughfaces, and stood for 
the interests and rights of their own section. 

There is, therefore, some reason to believe 
that Northern and Western Democratic Con- 
gressmen will not now dare to oppose the 
admission ot Dakota. 

Any Territory has a right to admission by 
the unbroken precedent of ninety years when 
its population is sufficient to entitle it to one 
member of Congress. At the present ratio 
this is about 160,000. According to the cen- 
sus taken last summer South Dakota had a 
population of nearly 300,000 and North Da- 
kota about 180,000, makinga total of 480,000. 
By next spring the population will un- 
doubtedly exceed 500,000, and the Territory 
will then be entitled to three members of 
Congress. Every consideration of justice 
authorizes Dakota to demand admission to 
the Union, not as a matterof grace or favor, 
but as an absolute right. 

The only question fairly open to debate is 
whether Dakota shall be admitted as a 
whole or divided into two States. The pree- 
edents are in favor of leaving this question 
to be settled by the people directly affected; 
but owing to the great territorial size of 
Dakota, and the fact that it offers a 
natural offset in the Northwest to the great 
State of Texas, the proposition to divide it 
involves matters of National policy. A ma- 
jority of the people of Dakota favor division, 
but if the Territory is forced to come into the 
Union as a whole it must remain as a bal- 
ance for Texas. If an attempt is ever made 
to increase the power of the South in Con- 
gress and in the Electoral College by divid- 
ing Texas into two or more States, it must 
be in face of the fact that the same thing 
may be done in Dakota. If Congress forces 
Dakota to come into the Union as a whole, 
the threat of dividing Texas in order to in- 
crease the political power of the South will 
be idle and unmeaning. Any such attempts 
will be checkmated by the division of Da- 
kota. 

Dakota and Montana would furnish mate 
rial for more States than Texas. The west- 
ern half of Texas, comprising at least 125,000 
square miles, cannot be used for agricultural 
purposes without irrigation and is of value 
only for grazing. Westof the ninety-ninth 
degree the rainfall is scant and drouth pre- 
vails. The line of rainfall extends a little 
further west in Nebraska, and in Dakota it 
is still nearer the Rocky Mountains. The 
arable land of Dakota thet can be cultivated 
without irrigation covers as many square 
miles as the saine quality of country in 
Texas, and for that reason the great North- 
ern Territory can be divided in the future 
into as great a number of self-supporting 
States as Texas if such a course ever be- 
comes necessary. 

The Democrats in Congress must take 
their stand. If they are opposed to the di- 
vision of Dakota then they must pass an en- 
abling act for its admission as a whole and 
abandon for all time the scheme for dividing 
Texas. If they are opposed to the admission 
of Dakota, divided or undivided, let them say 
so and come before their. constituents with 
this record of opposition to the development 
of the Northwest.

The proposed new system of streets and 


street-numbering which Commissioner Cre- 


jections, and should not be adopted by the 
Council, as it will lead to endless confusion 
as well as great inconvenience.

as roads. There is no objection to these 
changes, for they will not entail confusion. 
It is also well to change the names where 
they are similar, as in the case of Indiana 
avenue and Indiana street, Michigan avenue 
and Michigan street, and to do away with the 
confusion which exists in locating such 
streets as Park avenue, South Park avenue, 
Park place, Lake Park avenue. Lake avenue, 
etc. The similarity in these cases is not 
only embarrassing to citizens as well as 
strangers, but leads to endless trouble in the 
delivery of mails and goods. 

The absolute change proposed by Commis- 
sioner Cregier, however, in the names of the 
streets from Twelfth to Twenty-second, 
which of course will involve a change in 
numbering, is thoroughly objectionable. At 
present, commencing with Washington and 
going south; the east and west streets are 
named for the Presidents as far as Taylor, 
with the exception of short streets which run 
from State to the lake, like Congress street, 
Hubbard, Peck, Eldridge, and Harmon 
courts. Mr. Cregier continues this system 
and proposes to call Tweltth, Pierce; Four- 
teenth (after traitorous “old Huck),

Under 
the Third Republic, as has been before stat- 
ed in these columns, the public debt has been 
trebled, and the national and municipal 
taxes enormously increased. The Republic 
an officials who came into power after the 
defeat of Sedan, and partieulariy after the 
surrender of Paris, added greatly to the pub- 
lic expenses by increasing the number of 
officeholders in order that they might perpet- 
uate themselves in power.

But the 
greatest drain on its resources is due to the

Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
spent in this way, yet the British ships are 
superior to the French ones, and it goes 
without saying that British sailors whose 
boyhood has been passed in a country nearly 
all seaboard and with a merchant marine 
such as that of Great Britain are superior to 
the halt-trained peasant sailors of France. 

In the meantime France advances on the 
road to national bankruptcy.

If the honest 
Republicans will unite under him and adopt 
his platform the French Republic may yet be 
saved from bankruptcy and destruction.

League, but withdrew from that body in Decem- 
ber, 1881, failed to attach the Irish people to their 
schemes, and Mr. Parnell will meet with the same 
fate, exceptinan appeal to their pockets. The 
strike against the payment of rent will soon be 3 
bigger difficulty for the Government to deal with 
than was ever the home-rule question, and must 
eventually interfere with imperial interests. 


Mr. Edward Stanhope, Vice-President of the 
Council, in a speech today, said: 

Englishmen will not allow Irishmen to dictate 
what policy is best for the welfare and interest of 
the nation. Many persons are anxious to promote 
the discussion of the Irish question with a view of 
securing an alteration of the Constitution, root and 
branch, but it is to be hoped that the wisdom of the 
members of the House of Commons will prevent 
their designs from being accomplisbed. 

Mr. George O0. Trevelyan, formerly Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, made a speech at §frat- 
ford this evening. Referring to the Irish ques- 
tion, he said that there could be no half way 
between the complete separation of Ireland and 
absolute imperial control. Unless it was 
intended to keep the care of the law and order 
in the hands of the Central Government, it 
would be better to repeal the Union act. He 
condemned the proposition to give Ireland a 
Parliament and at the same time allow 
Irish members in the English Parliament. 
Mr. Trevelyan said he was wiiling that a fairly- 
elected Irish Council be given the control of 
education, public works, and the poor laws, 
and that additional money be raised by taxa- 
tion if more than the exchequer supplied 
should be required.

PUT Tn SOUDANESE TO ROUT AFTER A 
THREU-HOURS’ FIGHT.

A dispatch from Koseh says: Lieut.-Gen. 
Stephenson, commender of the British forces 
in Egypt, who recently arrived bere with large 
reinforcements, attacked the Arabs who had 
been menacing the garrison for several weeks. 
A three-houra’ fight ensued, resulting in the 
British troops capturing Ginisse, a village near 
Koseh. The Arabs were completely routed. 
The cavalry is pursuing the enemy. Twoguns 
and twenty banners were captured. The Eu- 
lish lost one officer killed and twenty-one men 
wounded. The Egyptmo allies of the British 
lost six killed and thirteen wounded. The rout 
of the Arabs was so complete that Gen. 
Stephenson is hopeful it will obviate the neces- 
sity for further operations. 

A recent report stated that the Arabs at 
Ginisse and Abal numbered 7,000, of whom 
1,100 were riflemen. ‘They had six guns and 
plenty of ammunition. The guns were placed 
in earthworks and the line of fire was direct on 


the Nue, #0 as to oppose the passage of a 
steamer. 

The Arabs fought stubborniy. Five Emirs 
were killed. Twenty dead Arabs were found 
ia one house. 

British men-of-war have been ordered to 
blockade the coast of Egypt from Massowah 
to Suez, in order to prevent tne importation 
into the Soudan of arms and ammunition for 
the Arabs. ‘ 

PROSPECTIVE FIGHTING. 

It bas long been known that the Sheiks 
along the Nile below Wady-Halfa, and even as 
far north as the Province of Keneh, are all im- 
plicated more or less deeply in the designs on 
Lower Egypt. It would have required only 
one British defeat to encourage them to rise 
openly and join their brethren of the south, 
who are already in arms against Egyptian au- 
thority. Kumors have been current in Cairo 
for weeks that the maneuvres of. the insur- 
gents around Koseh were only feints, and 
were merely intended to mask an advance 
of their main body by some of the 
desert routes, several of which are available on 
both sides of the Nile. This initial victory 
will, however, demoralize the enemy for a suf- 
ficient length of time to enabie Gen. Stephen- 
son to receive reinforcements and complete 
his plans. Itis universally believed here that a 
series of big fights is certain to come sooner or 
later. Great confidence is felt in Gen. Stephen- 
son's ability to eventually crush the insur 
gents, and his brilliant opening of the cam- 
paign evokes unstinted praise. But one does 
not hear tonight any talk about a picnic and a 
military promenade through the Soudan such 
as wus current when Gen. Wolseley started to 
succor Gordon and promised to eat his Christ- 
mas dinner in Khartoum. It is recognized, 
however, that Gen. Stephenson enjoys au. im- 
mense advantage over Gen. Wolseley in being 
absolutely unfettered by detailed instructions 
from London. 

THE SOUDAN’S FORMER GOVERNOR.

AN AMERICAN’S VIEWS. 
LIEUT. TAUNT OF THE UNITED sTATES 
NAVY AND HIS VISIT TO THE CONGO. 

Brussers, Dec. 86.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.]—Your correspondent 
today interviewed Lieut. E. H. Taunt, United 
States navy, who has just returned from the 
Congo, where he was commissione4 by the 
American Navy Department to report on its 
commercial prospects and political state. Lieut. 
Taunt came to Brussels at the request of Col. 
Sir Francis De Winton, Administrator-Gencral 
of the Free States, to give King Leopold infor- 
mation on the region of Stanley Falls. He made 
the speediest journey on record. In August, 
1884, be was on board the Thetis with the Gree- 
ly relief expedition in the Arctic regions, and 
m August, 1885, he was at Stanley Falls, in 
Central Africa. He started for the Congo from 
Banana, where he had arrived on board the 
United'States ship Lancaster May 2, 1886, and 
was back at Banana Oct. 10, having visited the 
whole of the Congo from the mouth to the 
falis, between Bargola Station, on the Upper 
Congo, and Stanley Falls. His journey was 
made partly on a Baptist missionary steamer 
and partly on a steamer belonging. to the | 
Free State, which had a white commander 
and a crew of Zanzibar natives. Having 
landed from the latter and encamped between 
Upoto and Haguwini River the Cuptain and 
crew were attacked by the natives, who killed 
seven of the crew, wounded six, and severely 
wounded the commander. Lieut. Taunt had 
not landed, and, although attacked, he escaped 
unhurt. He believes the attack was due to the 
fear caused by the previous Arab slave-hunt- 
mg raids, so dramatically described by Mr. 
Stanley, and that the natives mistook the Zan- 
sibar men for slave-drivers. 

During the whole of the journey up the 
Congo Lieut. Taunt had not the sligutest at- 
tack of fever, and his health only suffered 
when on the return journey he reached Madei- 
ra with the German explorer Oissman. He 
agrees with Mr. Tisdel as to the dreariness ana 
worthlesness of the Lower Congo up to Stau- 
ley Pool, but finds the climate, scenery, and 
fertility of the upper region, which Mr. Tisdel 
did not see, quite marvelous and capable of

He was elected to the Senate as a Re- 
publican to succeed Newton Booth, and took 
his seat March 4; 1861.

NO SHOW FOR YOUNG GANNON, 


ROSA ZULLZER THROWS ALL THE BLAME 
ON HIM AND HB GOES TO JAIL UNDER 
BONDS OF $3,000. 

W. E. Gannon, the young stage carpenter 
who ran away with Rosa Zullzer, the Jewish 
maiden, was arrested and locked up at the 
Desplaines Street Station as soon as he arrived 
in Chicago Monday last, charged with abduc- 
tion. He was seen in his cell yesterday, and 
spoke freely about the clopement. Gannon is 
an Irish lad of 18 years, and is not the sort of 
person that would be selected out of a crowd 
as being inclined to the sensational in real 


life. 

* I got acquainted with Rosa,“ said Gannon, 
“ by giving her passes to the Standard Theatre, 
where I worked. I used w give her old man 
seats, also. I went with ber regular for sev- 
eral months, after visiting ber at home. Since 
last October up to the time we ran away we 
have been greatiy troubled in mind. Rosa 


wanted to committ suicide, and I had great 
difficulty in persuading her not to. About the 
middle of November we began to talk of leav- 
ing the oity. She told me that if I would go 
with ber she would furnish the money. Thurs- 
day, Dec. 24. she came up to my bouse and 
showed me $500 and asked me to get some 
clothes and meet her in the evening. I spent 
$100 for clothes, and that night we went away. 
I intended to marry the girl as soon as I could, 
but they did not give me any time. We were 
just getting ready to get married when ar- 
rested. I am willing to marry her now, and 1 
guess that'll be the way this will end.“ 

“Is Rosa pretty! 

“Well, not what you would call downright 
bandsome, perhaps. She is good-looking for a 
Jewess, and bas pimpies all over her fade.“ 

„Tou are charged with having abducted the 
girl, that is, inducing her to leave ber home. 
Is that true?” 

Not exactly. We agreed together to leave, 
thinkimg it the best thing todo. The old man 
acted real cunning while we were coming back, 
pretending that it was all right, and we would 
get married and ne wouid furnish a room for 
us. I was surprised to be arrested. I guess 
they can’t do much, can they? Rosa is willing 
to marry me, and the match will stick.“ 

At the atternoon session of court Gannon 
was arraigned, and ail his hopes about the mat- 
ter being settied and the maten sticking’’ 
were dashed to the winds by the attitude of 
Rosa. This young person fully earried out the 
description of ber charms as given by Gannon. 
She wore her hair banged in the cus- 
tomary style overa plump and pimply face. 
She accused,Gannon of enticing her away 
from home, d requesting her to rob der 
parents. Much ot her testimony related to 
u er trip to St. Louis and Kansas City, where 
she admitted passing as Mrs. Gannon. Mr. 
Zulizer stood at his wayward child’s shoulder 
throughout the examination and frequently 
prompted ber. Vy Shudge, dey spend aboud 
von hunder tollars a day. he cried in anguish 
once, when the girl spoke of buying some 
article of luxury. 

“What have you to say to this charge?” 
asked the Just:ce of Gannon, who bad been 
gazing in open-eyed amazement at his sweet- 
beart as she put all' the biame on bim. Do 
you admit taking this girl away from her 
home?”

Conseription Would Then Be 
Necessary. 


The Danger of Trish Alliances with France, 
Russia, or America in Oase of 
War. 


London Spectator (Liberal), Dec. 19: The 
strongest English friends of home rule must 
admit that one of its possible consequences 
would be separation, and it bebooves them. 
therefore, to consider, first of all, what separa- 
tion would practically involve, not to Ireland, 
which would then cease to be our care, but to 
the remaining island ot the Kingdom. There 
is too much loose talk, and exaggerated talk, 
afloat on the subject; but, nevertheless, the 
danger would, as we conceive, be both rea! and 
great. The saying, so often quoted, that Brit- 
ain, if Ireland were independent, would 
sink into a  fourth-rate Power, is of 
course purely rhetorical. Britain was ar- 
bitress of _Burope wheo she had only sixteen 
millions of people, and, as Mr. Seeley in his 
new book conclusively shows, broke the power 
of Napoleon when he controlled twice or thrice 
the present resources of France. Without Ire- 
land, we should still be 30,000,000 of people, 
with immense realized wealth, with the great- 
est marine in the world, and with the capaci- 
ties for fighting displayed throughout our his- 
tory, which, ever since America seceded, has 
been a history of expansion. We should 
probably draw as many officers from Ireland 
as we do now, should seek officers in the col- 
onies in a way that we do not now attempt, 
and should possibly even draw to our side in 
close alliance the fighting strength of Germany, 
to which Power we have throughout earth much 
to offer. It is probable, even, that the new 


homogeneity of the people would increase the 
national energy, while it is certain that if the 
situation forced upon us a conscription on the 
Swiss system for home service alone the im- 
pregnability of the island would be indefinitly 
increased. The proportion of men liable to 
training would be, as usual in ail countries 
where conscription is enforced, just 1 per cent, 
or 300,000 men a year; and with only two 
years’ service we should have 600,000 men 
under arms; while in ten years half the male 
population, or 3,000,000 men, all under 382, 
would have passed through the military mill. 
presenting an aggregate of torce which 
coalesced Europe could not threaten to invade. 

These, however, are only possibilities de- 
pending upon changes to be produced in the 
national miad. What are certainties are: 
First, a loss of strength from secession; and 
secondly, the creation of a new and dangerous 
State, practically as near as France. The loss 
of strength in taxation would be considerable, 
for we should lose the Irish revenue, while re- 
tainting mach expenditure on account of Ire- 
land—namely: the corps ot observation which 
it would be necessary to keep in Scotiand, the 
fieet of ironclads which must be stationed 
in the Irish Channel, the new precautions 
which would dave to be adopted against 
smuggiing, and the liability for the wnole debt. 
We must accept the whole debt, for the simple 
reasons that we cannot repudiate, and that no 
one can take an Irish bond; and we must sac- 
rifice straight off the £100,000,000 of mortgages 
and other securities heid by English insurance 
societies, bank shareholders, and private indi- 
viduals, and secured ultimately upon she Irish 
rent—a loss forever of capital producing £4,- 
000,000 a year. We doubt if the total loss could 
be less than an additional income-tax of six- 
pence im posed forevér—a serious addition to 
the already heavy hereditary burden. 

We should then lose, in addition, a fifth of 
our recruiting-ground, for even if Irishmen 
were willing to enlist in a purely British army, 
the feeling against the employment ot mercen- 
aries grows bigh ail over Europe; and it would 
be dangerous to expose the army to a risk of 
disorganization whenever the Irish Govern- 
ment felt compelled or inclined to summon its 
subjects home. Moreover, Irish reoru ts must 
in decency be released from service against 
their own people, and such service might be 
frequent, for this reason. 

Any Irish Government which might arise 
after the island bad gone through its revolu- 
tion, and decided on its method of social life, 
would sooner or later be compelled to govern 
strongly in order to restore that respect for law 
which has been eaten out by traditional bostility 
to British legislation; and a strong Govefn- 
ment in a very poor country—for Ireland apart 
from laws is a poor country by irreversible 
economic conditions—viz.: lack of coal for 
power—must establish the conscription. That 
is to say, calculating on the usual bases given 
above, the Irish Government would within five 
years have formed an army of 150,000 men as 
good as any troops in the world, and spurred 
on as it would be by the not ignobie national 
vauity of the people, and the Celtic passion for 
distinction, it would be looking about for an 
impressive forsign policy. There is but one 
such policy possible to Ireland, as there was 
but one such policy possible for independent 
Scotland, and that is a policy of close though 
shifting alliances with any enemies of Great 
Britain. 

It would be worth the while of any foreign 
Government—say, France, Russia, or Amer- 
ica—which expected attack from Great Britain, 
or intended to attack ber, to distribute two or 
three million pounds in Dublin in order to se- 
cure such an attitude of bostility as would 
compel the Government of London to provide 
against a descent on Scotiand, which lies, after 
all, only seventeen miles away. Pitt paid more 
than that repeatedly to secure a diversion on 
the Continent. The Irish Government, more- 
over, would use such navy as it had 
in the interest of its ally, and 
would demand aid from the large section 
of its people in the English cities, who would 
then be foreigners, and from athird, or fourth, 
or fifth of the population of every white colony 
we possess. Dynamite would be a danger in 
wartime alike in London, Melbourne, and 
Ottawa. This military danger would bea great 
one in itself, even if science does not make 
maritime defense nearly impossible; and it 
would be a clear additionto all the dangers 
against which Great Britain now bas to strug- 
«ie, and which sometimes strain the energies 
of a\peop who, though singularly brave and 
ente „are subject to fits of self-depre- 
ciation, and at beart industrials intent on lead- 
ing lives of much material comfort. 

We say nothing of the popular theory that a 
foreign Power migut occupy Ireland, for we 
do not believe that Ireland would bear it; and 
no foreign Power, whatever its resources, 
would care to burden itself against the will of 
the Irish people with so unruly and profitiess a 
possession. Why should France waste 60,000 
meu in keeping Ireland down, or America bur- 
den herself with at least three Catholic States, 
3.000 miles away—States, too, which would 
make of her a badiy situated European Power. 
The danger would spring from an independent 
Ireland acting for itself, and could be removed 
only by a close aliiance with Dublin, which we 
look upon as practically out of the question. 
The two peoples do not suit each other. There 
is a theory entertained in some high quarters 
that a free Ireland might be indifferent or 
even friendiy to England; but the facts ad- 
mitted by Irishmen are opposed to the theory. 
No people can be more tree from English * op- 
pression.“ or interference, or legislation, than 
the Irish in America, and the Irish in America 
hate England much worse than the Irish at 
bome—hate ber till their perception of the 
moral law is lost in fury, and respectabie

The hollow globe has two inlets and one out- 
let, all controlled by valves which are worked 
by the same mechanism. The first inlet ad- 
mits compressed air from the reservoir. The 
second inlet admits gas from its reservoir. 
The outlet permits the contents of the globe to 
flow into the conduits described above. There 
is also a circuit of wires along which a current 
is sent by the little dynamo. It either produces 
a voltaic arc at the inner end of the conduits, 
like that of an ordinary aro light, or it heats a 
small piece of platinum wire red-hot by an 
action similar to that which produces the in- 
candescent light. 

The action of the whole apparatus is as fol- 
lows: The two inlet valves are opened at the 
same time by the valve mechanism, while the 
outlet valve is closed. Gas and compressed 
air then rush into the globe and mix 
in the proportion which shall be found 
to give the dest results in explo- 
sion. Then by a reverse actor of the 
mechanism these two inlet valves are closed 
simultaneous:y. The instant that is accom- 
plished, the outlet valve is opened and the 
highly explosive wixture of gas and air pours 
out into the conduit. Here it comes in contact 
with the glowing platinum wire or the intense 
heatof the voltaic arc and an explosion is the 
result. The gases thus formed then rash out 
of the conduit, driving the water in one direc- 
tion and the boat in the other. 

This is the mechanism as originally desigued. 
Some changes may be made in the details before 
the boat comes to bea working success. Many 
changes wili undoubtedly have to be made be- 
fore it reaches its highest efficiency. Some 
hitherto unseen but practicaily insuperable 
difficulty may arise which will utterly destroy 
its usefulness. The prirciple seems to be feasi- 
ble. The working details, in the original plan 
at least, present some bad points. The vaive 
motion is complicated and liabie to get out of 
order. It is not positive in its action; that is, 
the valves are closed by the aid of springs and 
worked by ratchet gearing. Any or ali of 
these may fail to do their duty at the most im- 
portant moment. In case of such failure—say, 
for instance, that the explosion should occur 
before the valve which sauts off communica- 
tion with the gas reservoir bad ciosed, and the 
whole should be ignited—affairs would take an 
unpleasant turn for those on board. 

Inguiries still continue to pour in upon the 
builders. The other day the Goverument at 
Berlin cabled their representative at Washing- 
ton to investigate the matter, and altogether 
its possibilities as a system of propulsion for 
war vessels are attracting much attention.—

‘PROHIBITION IN GEORGIA, 


HOW IT is SPLITTING PARTIES, DECOMPOS- 
ING BOURBONISM, AND BRINGING TEE 
NEGROKS TO THB FRONT AS A BALANCE 
OF POWER. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec, 26.—|Correspondence 
New York Word (Dem.).|—-How local option 
captured the State has been previously told in 
your columns. It worked ite way until the 
Legislature was induced to pass the General 
Local Option bill, which was intended to stran- 
gie the liquor interests in the cities. That policy 
has won its first victory in Atlanta; a dry“ 
campaign is now in progress in Auguata, where 
it will also succeed, and then Macon and Sa- 
vannah will be attacked. 

The dry-wet campaign in Atlanta was full of 
points and suggestions. It proved that in an 
issue which came home to the people there 
No Prohibitionist thought 
of calling Bishop Turner a “nigger.” And 
yet this same Turner, as a member of the 
Bullock Legislature, was one of the most in- 
cendiary of orators, and would have been 
lynched in many counties of the State had he 
made his appearance in them. The dangerous 
character of the negro vote was never better 
illustrated. They were gathered at the 
churches by the “drys’’ through the offer of 
oyster soup and ‘possum suppers. They were 
corralled in the West Point depot and other 
buildings by the weis like so many cattle, 
attracted by the scent of barbecued bogs. 
By both parties the hordes of biacks 
were led up to the polls, and voted 
as if by proscriptive right. Their poll-taxes 
bad been paid during registration by their 
masters, and the mutual understanding was 
that a square ballot should be cast. The ejec- 
tion was orderly because each side recognized 
the fact that it had much to lose by disorder, 
and when the last ballot had been dropped 
into tye box each party felt that it had done 
its utmost. 

This day's work, however, is now 
as only the baginumg. Out of the estabiish- 
ment of Good-Templarism in Georgia have 
grewn similar organizations in South Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi, and Florida. In the 
three first-named States the movement is quite 
as strong as it is in Georgia. Judge Anderson, 
the Chairman of the Prohibition Executive 
Committee in Atlanta, publicly returned 
thanks to the Republicans and the. negroes, 
and did not make mention of the Democrats. 
Most of the leaders hold themselves to be 
Democrats, and yet they hold their faith in 
prohibition to be stronger than their belief in 
that plank of the National Democratic plat- 
form which is directed against sumptuary leg- 
islation. 0 1 

One of the most noticeable incidents of the 
Atlanta ciection was the parting ot ators 
Colquitt and Brown, both Democrats. Colquitt 
wasa member of Congress before the War. 
He was a General in the Confederate army, 
later Governor of Georgia, and then Senator 
through the assistance of Senator Brown. He 
is given to preachmg. On several occasions 
be has been before audiences at Chautauqua 
and once in Brooklyn. In this manner he has 
become a pet ot the old Probibitionists and 
their school, and is fully committed to the pol- 
icy of legisiating goodness into wnregenerate 
men. He has been mentioned as available 
timber for the Prohibition Presidential candi- 
dacy.. It is believed that if he could carry the 
prohibition tier of the Southern States the 
Northern wing of the party would be willmg 
to givé\him such nomination, and that the Re- 
publ 8, despairing of electing their own 
ticket, would indorse the Prohibition nomuina- 
tion thus ride once more into power ona 
high moral issue. 

Senator Brown, on the contrary, has no al 
Hance, not even under the cloak of moral 
legislation.“ with the people of New England. 
He believes that the Bourbon party, through 
its own party platform, has all the morals of 
which the country stands in need. Consequent- 
ly be opposed prohibition with both purse and 
influence. This divergence between the two 
Georgia Senators shows the drift of events. 

It must not be supposed from this that all 


| who have been voting the Prohibitien ticket in 


Georgia will leave the Bourbon party. ‘The 
Probibition party is composed, first, of Repub- 
licans, who are with it because it furnishes 
them an effective weapon against tne Demo- 
crate; second, the negroes, who naturally flock 
around their old political leaders; and, third, a 
large number of white Democrats, who have 
been led into it on the plea of morality. The 
opposition to prohibition are white men who 
will néver be other than Democrats, reinforced 
for the time being by as many negroes as they 
can capture through political strategy. Io 
the bitterness which wili be born of every 
increasing number 
of white Democratic Prohibitionists wiil drift 
away from their old party moorings and be- 
come attached to their present Republican and 
colored associates. When the lines of party 
shali have been drawn by a State or a Con- 
gressional election, while many white Demo- 
cratic Probibitionists will resume their places 
in the Democratic ranks, it will be found that 
enough have clung to the enemy to make the 
issue of the election exciting, if not doubttul.

In view of the fact that 
the agents of tne Wabash considered that they 
had warrant for their r the arbitrator as- 
gessed the lowest admissible penalty, $20, in 
addition to the redemption of the tickets. 


DRESSED-SHEEP RATES. 

Commissioner Fink gives notice that the 
Standing Committee of the Joint Executive 
Committee has decided that, taking effect Jan. 
1, 1886, rates on live sheep shail be on the basis 
of 25 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New 
York, and on dressed sheep 45 cents per 100 
pounds. This is a difference of 80 per 
cent between the rates on live sheep 
and those on dressed sheep. The 
éifference between the rates on 
live cattle aud dressed beef is 75 per cent. The 
livecattle rate is 25 cents and the rate on 
dressed beef 4344 cents. Heretofore there was 
no regular rate on dressed sheep, but if shipped 
in cars with dressed beef it took dressed-beef 
tates. Under the new ruiing, therefore, 
dressed-sheep rates will be 1% cents per 100 
pounds higber than dressed-beef rates, whether 
shipped with dressed beef or separately. The 
ruling is not satisfactory to dressed-sheep 
shippers, who claim that the relative cost be- 
tween live sheep and dressed sheep is not as 
great as tne relative cost between live cattie 
and dressed beef, and therefore they ciaim the 
Gressed-sheep rates ought to be lower than the 

rates on dressed beef.

Rep Wind, Minn., Dee. — ors Bi 
cases of the Towns of Bigin and Piain in 
Wabasha County against the Winona & St. 
Pe Beilroad, which were tried last summer 
bene Judge Collins, bave at length been de- 
cided in favor of the two towns, and judgment 
for $74,541 awarded in favor of Piainview and 
$59,561 in favor of Eigin. The case grew out 
of the following facts: The Piainview Rail- 
road Company obtained the bonds by a pet 
won tor their issue, signed by a majority of 
the taxpayers of each town. Just before the 
issue of the bonds George H brought 
suit in the District Court to restrain their issue, 
but the court held the law valid. The case 
was then appealed to the Supreme Court, but 
before the Supreme Court bad decided the ques- 
tion the town officers bad issued the bonds to 
the Plainview Company. This company 
sold the bonds to the Northwestern 
Company, who in turn sold them to 
Other parties, until Messrs. Marshall and 
liisey of Milwaukee became owners of the 
larger part of the bouds. In the meantime the 
Supreme Court of Minnesota had decided that 
the method of obtaining bonds upon a petition 
of axpayeérs was unconstitutional. In 
1881 State Legisiature passed an act au- 
thorizing the Winona & St. Peter Railway’ to 
purchase the Plainview Road, but the statute 
contained the provision that if said purchase 
was made the Winona 4 St. Peter Rai.way 
should thereby assume all claims of the Towns 
of Eigin and Piainview on account of having 
obtained and disposed of the bonds. 


THE DENYER, MEMPHIS & ATLANTIC RAIL-

CAR TRUSTS UNPROFITABLE FOR RAIL- 
WATS.

service will agree with me, I think, that Mr. B. 
knows as little about car mileage as Mr. R. 
does about car trusts. Mr. B. would have the 
public believe that car trusts are a great biess- 
ing to raltroads— and so they are to the same 
extent that fast freight limes are. But the 
prayer of the railroad stockholders should be 
“Deliver us from such blessings.” Mr. B. 
says: 

The equitable principle comes of the following 
custom: Railroads, not having sufficient cars for 
their business, use those of other roads, paying 
for this necessary use Of more cars, a debit bal- 
ance of mileage often much more than all the car- 
trust payments; and they acquire by the one pay- 
ment in place of the other, valuable cars of their 
_own with their immediate use; whilstin the other 
they have nothing to show but receipted bills. 

What does be mean by valuable cars of 
their own’’? In what sense are they valuable? 
Are they paying property? I think no one will 
dispute the fact that all_property bought on 
credit costs more than if purchased for 
cash, and also the credit system 
begets extravagance. The naturai deduction 
then is, that car-trust associauons beget ex- 
travagance in the purchase of cars by rail- 
roads, and aleo that for all care so acquired 
they pay a bigher price than if they purchased 
for cash. It has come to be pretty well under- 
stooa by those in charge of the car-service de- 
partments of railroads that freight-cars are 
not paying property under the present ar 
rangements for handlmg them. 

Ratiroads purchasing cars of car-trust asso- 
ciations pay 6 per cent interest, beside certain 
commissions on the indebtedness. Under the 
master car-builders’ rules, care depreciate 6 
per cent annually, and it costs about 6 per 
cent more to keep them in repair. Thus 
we see that the mileage earnings of cars must 
equal 17 per cent of their cost in order to keep 
square. There are no cars in the country to- 
day that begin to earn this. The annual re- 
port ot the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
Railway published a sbort time ago fur- 
nishes some food for reflection on 
the subject of car trusts. During the year they 
acquired by car trusts 2,699 box and 300 rondo- 
la cars, at a cost of 81.187.845. And their car 
earnings, which in 1884 were $59,982, in 1885 
were oniy $29,277, a decrease. of 51 per cent. 
Add to this $30,705 decrease in earnings from 
hire o! cars, 5 per cent interest for six months 
on the $1,187,845 expended and we have $60,401 
as the real loss from “hire of cars for the 
year on this road alone. Will Mr. B. prove 
that this is less than mileage charges would 
be to replace the cars? 

The car-service probiem is one of the most 
intricate in the management of railroads to- 
day, and cuts a much larger figure in the earn- 
ings of railroads than the attention it receives 
would seem to impiy. Mr. B.'s attention is re- 
spectfully cullea to the articles in the Railway 
Age of Dec. 8 and 10 on the subject of The 
Present Car Eauipment and Tonnage.”

Miss Elise Hensler had received flattering at- 
tentions trom society leaders in Burope during 
her musical career; ber stately fieure, her 
queenly bearing added to the attractions of 
her fine voice. Ferdinand was only a little be- 
yond 50 years of age when he met in lis- 
bon the Boston young lady whom he pre- 
vailed upon to abandon her career ag a 
prima donna for the position of bis wife. It 
was an bonor such as migbt well bave led her 
to forego the prospects of the highest success 
ot an art in which success is proverbially un- 
certain and fleeting. The family connections 
and personal position of ber suitor were more 
exalted than those of the titled worthies who 
had before and since brought brides from 
America to Bngiand. He was also allied to the 
leading royal houses of Europe. He was by 
birth a Pritice of the House of Saxe-Coburg, a 
cousin ot the late Prince Albert, consort of 
Queen Victoria, and one of his brothers mar- 
ried a daughter of Louis Philippe. His son, 
Dom Luis, King of Portugal, is married to the 
Princess Pie, daughter of the lute King Victor 
Emmanuel of Italy, sister to the present King 
and to the late King of Spain, Amadeus 1. His 
title u Kine Ferdinand Auguste Francois An- 
toine, King of Portugal, Duke of Saxony, 
Field-Marshal, General, eto. 

Born Oct. 29, 1816, Ferdinand was 69 years of 
age when he died, and 53 at the time of his 
marr to Miss Hensler, who became Count- 
ess of before being elevated to her bigh 
position as bis wife. His first wife, Maria II.. 
Da Gloria, Queen of Portugal, died in 1853, and 
it was after sixteen years of widowerhood that 
he took his blooming Boston bride.

GUARDING THE BACK DOORS, 


DETECTIVES CONSTANTLY WATCHING THE 
REAR ENTRANCE OF THE WHITE HOUSE. 
Washington Post: If any person should en- 

ter the White House grounds from the south 
and saunter ever so carelesly toward the rear 
door of the mansion he would be confronted, 
as if by the merest chance, by two plainiy- 
dressed ana quiet-appearing men. Should the 
curious Visitor persist in moving closer to the 
unguarded door the two men would be more 
watchful and alert, and should the viritor 
stroll into the doorway he would find himself 
quietiy asked to leave. 

The attention of a Post reporter was called 
yesterday by a Novy De partment official to two 
men sitting on a bench in the grounds of the 
mansion. There was nothing in their general 
appearance to awaken a special interest. 
‘“*Watoh them for afew moments,“ said of- 
ficial. The reporter complied with the request, 
All that could be seen in the grounds were two 
inoffensive looking individuais, lolling on a 
bench, seemingly caring nothing for their sur- 
roundings, and enjoying in calm peacefulness 
tne winter sun which poured down its mild rays 
upon them through the leafless trees. The scene 
soon changed. It was evident that the men on 
the settee had some other object in life than 
basking in the sun. Several men entered the 
grounds, They looked around them in what 
seemed a suspicious manner, but all strangers 
in a great city might be arrested on suspicion, 
their anxious and searching eyes being the 
only evidence against them. The listless men 
on the settee assumed a watchful attitude. 
The newcomers approached the rear entrance 
of the White House. The men on the settee 
arose. The visitors came nearer and nearer to 
the mansion, and a8 they didso the men whom 
the reporter bad taken for two idiers walked 
briskly toward them, and upon reaching the 
rear portico of the house stood still and 
awaited results. The strangers proved to be 
strangers indeed, their only purpose being to 
catch a glimpse of the rear windows of the 
Executive Mansion. The gentlemen of the 
settee slowly returned to their piaces of rest, 
and again became almost inanimate. 

„That looks strange to you, does it not?“ 
said the official, after the men had retaken 
their seats. Well, that same farce has been 
énacted several times a day for several weeks. 
We have all watched these two men, and have 
come to the conclusion that they are detectivos 
appoiated for the purpose of apprehending 
cranks or dynamiters who might attempt to 
eifect an entrance to the White House through 
its rear and unguarded entrance. I under- 
stand that one of them is Collins, the old 
watchman about the grounds, and the other is 
ex-Detective Coomgs. I think the dynamite 
conspiracies have fad some effect upon the 
mind of the President or his subordinates, and 


the actions of these two men are in obedience 


to orders. 

The reporter, after he lett the Navy Depart- 
ment official, calied on an officer of the Gov- 
ernment who has some connection in his offi- 
cial capacity with the public grounds in the 
city, and requested information relative to the 
duties of the two men whose strange conduct 
he just witnessed. 

, they are nothing but ordinary watch- 
men,“ be replied. Collins was all riddled 
with buliets during the War, and is not very 
strong.

If any cranks, 
drunkards, or dynamiters get into the White

A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE, 


A CRAZY MAN LEAPS THROUGH A CAR-WIN- 
DOW FROM A MOVING TRAIN AND 8 
CAPES WITH A BROKEN LEG. 
KANKAKBEE, III., Dec. .£¥.—{Special.]—When 

the through train op che Illinois Central Road 
was a few miles south of Kankakee this after- 
noon, runumg at a fair rate of speed, a nerv- 
ous-looking man who had been occupying a 
seat in the smoking-car made a sudden dash, 
and before he could be stopped plunged head- 
long through the window. As quickly as pos- 
sible the train was stopped and backed, and 
the unfortunate passenger was found lying in 
a deep gully unconscious, one leg being badly 
fractured and his face cut and bruised. He 
was brought bere and left in charge of a physi- 
cian.

He had been on a visit to his 
son at New Orleans, and was on his way back. 
Mr. Carten suffered a severe sunstroke several 
years ago, and at intervals, when consi bly 
excited, becomes temporarily insane.

THE GRAIN RECEIVERS. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CHICAGO AS- 
SOCIATION—CONTEMPLATED REFORMS. 

The Grain Receivers’ Association held its an- 
nual meeting at the Board of Trade yesterday 
afternoon. Among those present were Messrs. 
J. P. Rumsey, J. R. Bensiey, G. M. How, A. 
Baldwin, M. Nilson, W. H. Beebe, W. J. Pope, 
and M. Rosenbaum. 

The following officers were re@lected: Presi- 
dent, G. M. How; Vice-President, G. H. Sid- 
weil; Treasurer, A. M. Henderson; Secretary, 
H. H. Carr. A communication was received 
from Chief Grain Inspector Price in reference 
to the overloading of cars, and was referred to 
the Committee on Inspection. The question of 
weights was then discussed. A resolution was 
offered by Mr. Beebe recommending that 
grain sold free on board be sent only to 
railroads which will give reliable and accurate 
weights, in which confidence can be placed. 
The resolution was adopted by a unanimous 
vote. Its purport was that the railroads should 
de compelled to adopt the hopper system of 
weights by May 1, in accordance with a resolu- 
tion heretofore adopted requiring the railways 
to use such a system by Jen. 1, 1886, and to 
which certain railways had not complied. 

Mr. Rosenbaum offered a resolution provid- 

that, as many complaints exist of the 
weights in inter-city trade, a meeting of the 
association be called at an early day, to which 


should be invited twenty shippers, brewers, 
malteters, seed dealers, eto, for an inter- 
change of opinions as to the best method of 
improving the system of weighing now in 
vogue. The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Weights. 

The question of the guaranteed sampling of 
Krain was then taken up. A rule bad been 
brought up in the Board of Trade which gave 
a buyer twenty-four hours in which to reject 
any purchase be had made by sample, after 
which time the sale must be final. This rule 
had failed of adoption. Mr. Bensley brought 
up the subject again, and wanted it pushed 
through to an issue. The rule had been de- 
feated in the Board of Trade by the efforts of 
the feedmen and others not in sympathy with 
the receivers. The Chair was directed to ap- 
point a committee of three to formuiate such 
a rule, and the meeting adjourned. 


QUARRELSOME STRIKERS. 

THE BOXMAKERS ATTACK A STREET-CAR 
CONTALNING NON-UNION MEN AND WOMEN 
—~THE POLICE INTERFERE. . 

The boxmakere formerly employed at Mar- 
well Bros.“ factory who struck Monday and 
have refused to work since were guilty of a 
breach of the peace yesterday that is inexcusa- 
bie, an action that will surely bring the strikers 
into disrepute and kill whatever sympathy the 
public may bave bad for them, The firm from 
which they voluntarily withdrew their services 
had succee. d in getting enough non-univn 
boxmakers to run their machines and keep 
the business moving slowly. Before these 
men were employed the strikers were 
loud in their protestations of non-interference 
—they would go no further than to reason with 
the new men who came to take their places. 
and under no circumstances would they be 
guilty of violence. Last evening about 5 
o'clock, when a gang of non-union men left the 
factory and boarded a Blue Island avenue car, 
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CAN BE DONE TO MAKE AN APPRO- 
PRIATION AVAILABLE. 
A number of well-known men interested as 


yesterday afternoon at the office of the South 
Chicago Dock Company in the interest of that 
region, Mr. Dunham dem about to leave for 
Washington. Among those present were J. B. 
Brown, O. R. Cummings, W. B. Howard, An- 
drew Crawford, J. {, Torrence, Horace Willis- 
ton, K. H. Bell, K A. and C. B. Shedd, and 
President George W. Spencer, Trustees John E.

The conference was held for the purpose of 
taking measures to make the appropriation of 
1884 for the improvement of the Calumet River 
available and secure further appropriations 
for the same work. The subject is rather 
knotty, as will be seen from'the circumstances: 
In the River and Harbor bill of 1884 an appro- 
prlauon of $50,000 was made for the improve- 
ment of the Calumet River and one of $20,000 
for the improvement and maintenance of the 


harbor. The latter has been entirely or in 
part expended; but the former is as yet tied 
up on account of certain provisions in the bill. 
The appropriation was made upon a report by 
the United States engineers who surveyed the 
river as far as The Forks” (One Hundred 
and Thirty-eighth street), and Trecom- 
expenditure of $225,000. 
appropriation was regarded as 
a firat installment and was granted on the con- 
dition that properly-executed releases from 
abutting property-owners should guarantee 
the Government against all damages. Great 
difficulty was experienced in obtaining such 
releases, as in severai instances property-own- 
ers would have suffered actual damage out- 
weighing prospective benefits. Clear right of 
way bas now been obtained between the har- 
bor and One Hundred and Tenth street, while 
below that point it seems impossible to get re- 
leases from a multitude of small owners, some 
300 lots of entirely unimproved and worthiess 
land, obscured by badly-tangled titles, stand- 
ing in the way. Some of these subdivisions, 
also, take in the very river channel, notwith- 
standing it is a navigable stream clear to 
Blue Island. As the understanding is among 
Government officials that none of the appro- 
priation is to be expended until the right of 
way along the entire river ( e., between the 
harbor and The Forks”) is conveyed to the 
Government, the outiook is far from encour- 
aging either for the immediate expenditure of 
the appropriation or the granting of further 
appropriations. That aright of way for the 
entire length is insisted upon was shown by 
letters exhibited at the meeting. 

The questions discussed were whether Con- 
gress could not be induced to construe the act 
more liberally, and, if not, whether the lan- 
guage of the act could not be amended. The 
purpose in either case would be to make 
the appropriation available for the im- 
provement of the portion lying between the 
harbor and One Hundred and Tenth street, 
over which portion a right of way has 
been obtained. The suggestions made were 
several. The first was that the situation be 
explamed to the Appropriations Committee and 
the construction be made more liberal or the 
language amended. The second was that the 
Village of Hyde Park take measures to obtain 
possession of the numerous small lots men- 
tioned by condemnation or purchase. Another 
was that a stock company be organized to ob- 
tain title to the land in queston. 

In reply to the first suggestion Mr. Dunham 
spoke of the difficulties in the way. The 
nature ot the appropriation bill was a serious 
one, since it was made up from the recom- 
mendations of the Government engineers all 
over the country, and was one bili—not a col- 
lection of individual bills. The bill this winter 
would amount to between $40,000,000 and $45,- 
000,000 as recommended. When Representatives 
appeared before the committee and argued the 
claims of individual improvements, the pians 
and reco endations of the engineers were 
referred to and the text of their report strictly 
adhered to. Amendmgnts by both Houses of 
Congress followed, and any concession was ob- 
tained with difficulty. Under the new rules the 
question of new legislation might be raised 
in case an amendment were attempted. By 
far the best method to be pursued by the prop- 
erty-owners interested would be to get the re- 
leases asked for; then there would be little 
trouble in making the appropriation available. 
If further appropriations were asked this win- 
ter it would be thrown ip bis face that an un- 
expended baiance existed of $50,000. 

In reply to the plan of the Village of Hyde 
Park obtaining title by condemnation the point 
was raised whether the Government would be 
willing to accept a title so obtained. 

It was finally resolved that the proper maps 
and papers should be shown to the Chief Engi- 
neer at Washington, showing that the right of 
way had been obtained as far as One Hundred 
and Tenth street and the department asked to 
file. a supplementary report reciting the facts 
and recommending the expenditure of the ap- 
propriation on that poruon to which right of 
way bad been obtained. Mr. Dunham agreed 
to undertake the errand. 

The Chairman, Mr. Brown, was empowered 
to appoint a committee of five to take charge 
of the subject and act as an advisory and exec 
utive committee, and the meeting adjourned. 


ASSESSMENT INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
NOTHING LIKELY TO RESULT FROM THE 
INVESTIGATION INTO THE WORKINGS OF 

SUCH INSTITUTIONS. 

Attorney General Hunt, State-Auditor Swit 
gert, Capt. J. J. Brinkerhoff, Chief of the State 
Insurance Bureau, and R. B. Sherman, Mas- 
ter in Chancery, yesterday conciuded their in- 
vestigations of the charges brought against 
certain a insurance companies, to 
the effect that they had failed to comply with 
the existing statutes allowing them to transact 
business in the State of Illinois. The charges, 
it is believed, were brought especially against 
such organizations as the Royal Arcanum, 
Ancient Order of United Workmen, and simi- 
lar bodies, who do an insurance business on 
the assessment pian. State-Auditor Swigert 
declined to make public the result of the in- 
vestigation at present, but acknowledged that 
be bad failed to find that any company had 
willingly violated the law. A Freut many 
points of law, be said, bad arisen during tne 
investigation which bad never hithertoo been 
passed on in this State, and until these ques- 
tions had been fully cousidered by the Attor- 
ney-General no public announcement of the 
result of the meeting would be made. Attor- 
ney-General Hunt subsequently informed a 
reporter for Taz Taipune that be did not 
think that anything would come from the in- 
vestigation to justify any action on the part of 
the State. The Auditor and Attorney-General 
returned to Springfieid last night.

SUGAR-RAISING IN LOUISIANA. 
THE INDUSTRY JUST AS PROFITABLE TODAY 
AS BEFORE THE WAR—FACTS AND FiG- 


URES, 

The advertisement contained in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE offering for sale the 4,000-acre sugar 
plantation near New Orleans of Mr. Walker, 
of the firm of George ©. Walker & Co. of 
this city, caused a reporter to drop 
into Mr. Walker's office in the Royal 
Insurance Building yesterday afternoon and 
ask him as to the profits of that industry. 

* I see,” said Mr. William Walker, your in- 
quiry is prompted by the thought that it may 
be a depression in the trade that has caused 


the offer. Not at all. My brother Charles H. 
Walker has been interested in sugar-raising in 
Louisiana since 1866, at which time he pur 
chased the 7,000-acre plantation near Franklin. 
La., now known as the Belleview.“ He after- 
wards became interested in one of the largest 
wholesale grocery houses in New Orleans, and 
in addition purchased two or three other plan- 
tations, of which the *Waubon,” near Or- 
leans, is that now offered for sale. Mr. 
Watker makes the offer only because he has 
morethan he cares to carry in the way of 
plantations. The trade at present is some- 
what dull, and prices are low, but this has not 
influenced him in his wish to sell.“ 

“Ts sugar-cane planting still as profitable in 
Louisiana as before the War?“ was asked. 

Tes, rather more 80, for belp on the whole 
is cheaper and the risks taken are less, but, as 
in all agricuiturai pursuits, much depends upon 
the success of the crop. A frost, or too much 
rain, or an overfiow, may ruin a crop of which 
a planter has had great expectations, and then 
cme make it all up in the next year’s 

ut.“ 

„ Woat is the extent of a sugar piantation?’’ 

“They fun from 2,500 to 10,000 acres, but all 
the land js not, as many suppose, devoted to 
planting. Much of it is reserved as timber 
land from which to obtain fuel and materiai 
for manufacturing barrels and hogsheads. On 
the Belleview, for instance, there are 7,000 
acres, but only about 1,200 under cultivation.”’ 

“ What is the average yield!“ 

“About a bhogsbead and a balf, er 2,000 
pounds, to the acre. Under the old kettie 
process of boilimg much of the juice used to go 
to sirup, but by means of the improved ma- 
chinery now in use very little sirup is obtained, 
it being nearly all pure sugar. It is somewhat 
expensive business, this sugarmaking. and my 
brother’s boiling-house alone, together with 
ite machinery, represents an outiay of over

NOT WILLING TO COMBINE. 

THE FIRST AND SBCOND REGIMENTS COULD 
NOT GET ALONG HARMONIOUSLY IN ONE 
ARMORY. a 
An interview with Col. H. A. Wheeler ot the 

Second Regiment was published in Tun Tarip- 
UNE yesterday relating to the pressing need of 
that regiment fora new armory. In this in- 
terview Col. Wheeler suggested that as the 
lease of the First Regiment armory had but 
one or two years longer to run, and that as it 
was probable the lease would not be renewed 
owing to the increased value of the property, 
it might be a good plan for the First and Seo- 
ond Regiments to combine and secure an arm- 
ory for their joint occupancy. With reference 
to Col. Wheeler’s suggestion Col. E. B. Knox, 
commander of the First Regiment, said to a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday that the lease of 
the present armory, which is owned by the 
Mutual Life-Insurance Company of Maine, 
does not expire until two years from next Oo- 
tober. The rent now paid is $34.000 per year, 
in addition to which the regiment is obliged 
to pay the taxes on the property, which amount 
to about $4,000 yearly. 2 time that the 
lease has expired it is bable that higher 
rent will be demanded, so that a renewal is 
most unlikely. The present building, the 
Colonel added, is also too small for the needs 
of the regiment, but it is a matter of the ut- 
most conjecture ab to where the next home of 
the command will be located.

WATER AND SAWER EXTENSION. 

About twenty-two miles of sewers and twen- 
ty-seven miles of water-pipe were put down 
this year. Of the latter 9,255 feet was 12-inch, 
15,686 feet 16-inch, and 10,665 feet 24-inch. The 
16 and 24inch are distributing pipes, and sup- 
ply the smaller ones, which alone can be 
tapped. They were laid on Chicago avenue 
west of Leavitt; Division west of Robey; Twen- 
ty-first west of Robey; Laurel, from 
Ninety-first to Ninety-fifth; Ninety-fifth from 
Laurel to State; alley east of Clark, from Oak 
to Division, thence to Clark and thence to Web- 
ster avenue. A twelve-iach main was put in 
Western avenue from Madison to Division, and 
a twenty-four-inch substituted for a 16-inch on 
Main street from Archer avenue to Fifty-first. 
Very little four-inch pipe was laid, but a good 
deal taken out and replaced by six and eight 
inch. It is used only on streets a block or two 
long which will never be extended. Si- 
inch is laid om residence streets where 
the houses are small, and eight-inch on the 
better residence streets, as the large pipes 
are feeders for the smalier ones. No thirty- 
six-inch was laid, and none will be required 
until the capacity of the pumping-works is in- 
creased; but it is doubtful if any more is put 
in, as engineers consider a twenty-four-inch 
pipe just as good for distributing purposes.

A REAK-END COLLISION. 


IT OCCURS ON THE WABASH ROAD AND RE- 
SULTS IN THE DBATH OF A FREIGHT CON- 
DUCTOR. : 

Kinper, III., Dec. 30.—({Special.]—A disas- 


trous collision occurred this morning at 9:80 


o’clock. Conductor Meredith of Decatur, in 


charge of the first section of train No. 209, was. 


killed and half a dozen others injured. The ac- 
cident is what is known as a rear-end collision. 
Train No. 299, Section No. 1, in charge of Con- 
ductor Meredith, was on its way to St. Louis 
and was closely followed by Section No. 
2. The enginger of the first train de- 
gan to siacken up speed at Nameoxi, 
thinking that the second train was a consider- 
able distance behind, and having plenty of time 
to make East St. Louis at the time be was due. 
The engineer of Section No. 2, however, ran 
his train at top speed and when the engine 
turned acurve near here be was startied at 


‘seeing the other freight only a short distance 


ahead, and running very siowly. He saw ata 
glance that a collision was inevitable, but nev- 
ertheless reversed the throttle and be and 
the fireman jumped from the cab and 
escaped with -.only slight injuries. 
The engine struck the caboose of 
Section No. 1 with great violence and turned 
over, the engine also being ditched. The in- 
mates of the caboose were entirely unaware 
ot the approach of the second train, and had 
no time to escape. Conductor Meredith, who 
was sitting on a chair near the door, was 
buried against the side of the car, and, strik- 
ing bis bead against one of the iron bara, 
fractured his skull. There were in all about 
ten persons in the caboose at the time the coi- 
lision occurred, and ail were more or less in- 
jured, but none fatally. Two brakemen who 
were asleep on the seats had their legs broken. 
A relief train was sent from St. Louis and the 
injured people brought in. The damage to the 
engine and cars is placed at $50,000. 

East Sadrwaw, Mich., Dec. 30.—A collision 
occurred on the Michigan Central Road near 
the Village of Carrollton, four miles south of 
this city, at 3:30 this morning. S&ngine No. 
187, bound north, with one car, met engine 
No. 120, going south, with a train, and before 
either could be stopped the collision occurred. 
Both engines were total wrecks, and Fireman 
T. Mooney of No. 187 received injuries from 
which doath resulted in afew minutes. Engi- 
neer Robert C. Mills of the same engine had 
both legs broken, and received internal inju- 
ries which will probably result in his death. 
George Hunn, fireman on the other engine, 
had his right foot taken off, and received other 
injuries which will probably cause his deach.
